Railroad Building. 


It has been so generally believed 
that railroad building would be very 
light this year as compared with last, 
that it is somewhat surprising to find 
that during the first three months of 
1888 the mileage of new roads was 
greater than during the correspond- 
ing time of 1887. For the first three 
months of 1887 1,040 miles of track 
were laid, while for the same time this 
year the figures are 1,096. The Rail- 
way Age, the authority on such mat- 
ters, from which these figures are 
gathered, says that if the history of 
previous years can be taken as a 
guide, they indicate that the railway 
construction of 1888 will amount to 
from 8,000 to 12,000 miles. 

Of the total track laid this year, 
more than one-half, or 555 miles, were 
in the South, Georgia leading with 
113 miles, while Texas was second, 
with 112, Kentucky 72, Louisiana 60, 
Tennessee 50, Alabama 48, North 
Carolina 19, South Carolina 15, 
Florida 15, Arkansas 35, Virginia 
6, and West Virginia ro. 

As an evidence that a large amount 
of new construction is projected, a 
considerable portion of which is 


summary showing the number of 
lines in each of the States of which 
information has already been given 
this year under the head of “New 
Roads.” Some of these lines of 
course lie in more than one State, so 
that the total by States is somewhat 
larger than the number of roads. A 
very large number of the enterprises 
commenced or projected in former 
years and still uncompleted are not 
included in this summary. This 
statement shows 700 different roads 
reported this year as projected or in 
progress, lying in 44 of the States 
and Territories. Of these 700 roads, 
365, or over one-half, are in the South, 
indicating that this is to be, as the 
MANUFACTURERS’ RECORD has 
often said, the center of activity in 
railroad construction. Kentucky, 
which is beginning to display remark- 
able industrial activity, leads the list 
with 74, a greater number of new 
roads than any other State in the 
Union. Tennessee is next with 37, 
Alabama 36, Georgia 33, Texas 32, 
Virginia 27, North Carolina 20, 
Arkansas 17, Florida 20, Mississippi 
19, Louisiana 16, South Carolina 9, 
and West Virginia 8. 





THE increasing prosperity of South- 
ern railroads is illustrated by the Feb- 
ruary earnings of South Carolina 
roads as reported to the State com- 
mission. The total earnings for the 
month were $782,544.38, against 
$674,819.62 for February, 1887. Out 
of 26 roads only four reported a de- 
crease in earnings, and the aggregate 
decrease of the four was only $1,- 
143.54. The net increase was $103,- 
905.22, or 15.39 per cent. In passen- 
ger earnings the gain was 20.6 per 
cent. and in freight earnings 16.1 per 





mefium for reaching the trade.

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Coal Production in the South. 


The increase in the coal production 
of the South during the last few years 
has been remarkably large, though 
many of the great mining enterprises 
inaugurated in 1887 are just begin- 
ning to get in shape for the actual 
work of mining. As heavy as the 
increase has been, yet the present 
year will show a still greater gain, as 
many large mines on which the pre- 
liminary work of opening them up 
ready for mining are now getting into 
operation. The extensive mines that 
are being opened in the Cahaba coal 
field by Anniston capitalists will soon 
be putting out about 3,000 tons a 
day, much of which will be coked. 
The new mines of the De Bardeleben 
Coal & Iron Co. near Bessemer, of 
the Tennessee Coal, Iron & Railroad 
Co., both in Alabama and Tennessee, 
and many others will this year swell 
the output of coal in the South very 
heavily. Comparing the production 
in 1887 as given in Saward’s “The 
Coal Trade” with the figures of pre- 
ceding years, we have the following:

In reviewing the condition of the 
pig iron market, and calling attention 
to the fact that the current production 
is about 30,000 tons per week less 
than it was during the maximum in 
1887, which occurred in November, 
the Iron Age says: “The situation is 
particularly delicate now, since the 
stocks generally are light, and par- 
ticularly so in good grades of foun- 
dry pig. With consumers buying 
from hand-to-mouth, as they have 
done for a long time, and producers 
selling very close to output, any cir- 
cumstance likely to create a sudden 
demand might cause prices to move 
upward quite rapidly. Labor trou- 
bles at the iron mines, coke works or 
furnaces themselyes might easily re. 
duce the current supply suddenly and 
cause serious stringency. Even a 
moderate quickening of the demand 
might have a like effect.”

Paper from Cotton Stalks. 


The Chisese are supposed to have 
been the inventors of paper. They 
used rice straw or rags of cotton or 
linen for making their paper stock. ' 
Modern nations followed their exam- 
ple, but made few improvements on 
the ancient processes until within the 
last 40 years. Since then every de- 
cade has witnessed great advances in 
this industry. New methods, proces- 
ses and machinery have been devised, 
new materials brought into use, and 
new and multifarious forms of the 
manufactured product now enter into 
the economies of modern life. Rags 
are gathered in all parts of the world 
and brought by ship-loads to the 
United States, but they are no longer 
the chief raw material. Paper fibres 
are obtained from old rope, jute butts, 
straw of the various grains, from 
many grasses and reeds, and from the 
wood of cypress, pine, poplar, spruce, 
hemlock, basswood, sycamore and 
other trees. In olden times the cost 
of making even common straw wrap- 
ping paper was much greater than it 
has been for the last 20 years, during 
which period many marked improve- 
ments have been introduced that 
gave a better product at reduced 
prices. The system has been changed 
in another respect. Now great mills 
prepare the fibre stock for paper 
manufacturers, who buy it by the ton, . 
in bulk, and then work it into what- 
ever shapes their business requires. 
As it costs far less to carry chemicals 
to the forests than it would to trans- 
port the logs, wood-pulp establish- 
ments are generally located near 
sources of supply. The chief chemi- 
cals are lime, potash, soda ash and 
causticsoda These alkalies, dissolved 
in water to make the cooking liquids, 
have been employed in huge wooden 
tanks, in which, because the temper- 
ature could not be carried above boil- 
ing heat, it was necessary to continue 
the cooking from two to three days. 
The progress of invention has recently 
made it possible to greatly reduce the 
time required for this purpose. A 
very complete and interesting article 
describing these improvements was 
published last fall in the Albany (New 
York) Journal, a copy of which is be- 
fore us. As these will undoubtedly 
open up a new and inviting field for 
Southern industries, the MANUFAC- 
TURERS’ RECORD gives some consid- 
erable space to the subject. 

The inventions referred to are 
owned by the Tompkins Paper Co,, 
of Albany, and by subsidiary cor- 
porations, which have purchased the 
right for them for five Western 
States and for the Southern States. 
The principle governing them is based 
upon the well-established fact that a 
large proportion of the success at- 
tained in making paper lies in the 
first treatment of the raw material, or 
the necessary cooking process in- 
volved in the disintegration and sepa- 
ration of the cellulose from the inter- 
cellular lignine matter. If too much 





caustic material or chlorine is used in 
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its reduction, a corresponding reduc- 
tion of the quantity and strength of 
the resultant product is produced and 
injurious effects are experienced 
throughout its subsequent manipula- 
tion. Another evil produced is that 
the poorer product has to be sold for 
such a low price that it tends to dis. 
hearten the manufacturer and reduce 
the interest he would naturally take 
in a business that was prosperous and 
had produced a satisfactory income. 
For various reasons in the reduction 
of fibre, as is generally practiced, a 
maximum quantity of alkili, heat, 
bleach and time are required to pro- 
duce satisfactory results, but by the 
use of this new process the smallest 
mimimum quantity of alkali, heat, 
bleach and time invariably produce 
uniform and _ satisfactory results. 
In obtaining these results, closed 
vessels are used in which the cooking 
is done with a pressure of two or 
three atmospheres, the liquor being 
kept in continuous circulation to pre- 
vent any packing of the material. In 
the course of three hours the cooking 
is finished, a saving of from 33 to 45 
hours. As wood fibres require a 
somewhat different treatment from 
straw or other vegetable materials, 
several forms of the apparatus have 
been devised, but the principle is 
alike in all. While all these forms of 
digesters are in practical operation, it 
has not yet been determined upon 
how large a scale they can be profit- 
ably run, but that will be done 
shortly, for the company has one 
under construction for cooking sev- 
eral tons of vegetable fibre at one 
heat, which, when finished, will soon 
tell the story. 

Of the value of this new process 
to the South, provided all that its 
owners claim for it is proven, there 
can be no question. The demand 
for paper in all forms for old and new 
uses is unlimited, and is daily in- 
creasing. In no part of the globe is 
there a greater variety of vegetable 
fibres than in the South, whose cane 
brakes, swamps, forests and cotton 
fields can furnish inexhaustible quan- 
tities for all time. The cotton plan- 
tations alone could probably supply 
every pulp mill in America with a ma- 
terial cheaply gathered and handled, 
and containing along, strong. beautiful 
fibre. Some years since Mr. Edward 
Atkinson, of Boston, had in his 
office fine specimens that had been 
prepared for him by a friend, and he 
then predicted that before long the 
stalks that are now used for a fertili- 
zer would be gathered and sold to 
paper makers. In the light of the 
foregoing facts there is good reason 
to hope that his prophecy will be ful- 
filled.

American Versus British Policy. 





There can be no nation without a 
system of government No govern- 
ment can be maintained without a 
revenue sufficient to meet its ex- 
penses. Every government must 
determine how its revenues shall be 
obtained, and must, per force, be 
guided by the spirit, the traditions 


the outset the American people, under 
the wise and patriotic leadership of 
President George Washington and 
his right-hand-adviser, the illustrious 
Hamilton, decided that all revenues 
for the support of the government 
should be collected at our country’s 
seaports in the form of a tax upon 
foreign goods, and that the people 
should at the same time have an in- 
ducement offered them to become in- 
dependent of all foreign nations, by 
making the custom’s tax on all im- 
ports heavy enough to give them a 
margin upon every kind of article 
they should determine to manufac- 
ture. The policy thus inaugurated 
has been aptly styled the American 
policy. It was more wisely planned 
than even its authors knew. During 
all the years in which it was followed 
it helped to build up the United 
States and to prepare this country for 
its present greatness and prosperity. 
There have been times when the 
people were misled by those who had 
listened to the seductive words of for- 
eign agents, when the policy of 
Washington and Hamilton was sus- 
pended, but the disasters that followed 
fast upon the change brought about, 
in time, a revival of the American 
idea and a return to the policy of the 
fathers of the Republic. 

History moves in cycles. Nations 
in their rise and progress have always 
had periods of stagnation, if not of 
actual decadence, but gradually, since 
the Christian era came to bless the 
world, there has been a movement 
among peoples upward and onward, 
that is fittingly termed “the march of 
civilization.” In advance of all is 
the American Republic, “the heir of 
all the ages in the foremost ranks of 
time.” It has made possible the 
government “of the people for the 
people and by the people,” not only 
in these United States, but in all 
lands. In doing so it has had to 
encounter innumerable foes, but the 
worst of all were those “of its own 
household.” These last have not 
consciously been its enemies, for they 
have been seduced by the flatteries 
and false teachings of foreign foes, 
who, for selfish reasons, could not and 
would not permit (if they could per- 
mit it) the onward and upward march 
of the American people. The triumph 
of this free Republic would eventually 
ring the death knell of monarchies 
and despotisms. The absolute inde- 
pendence of this country, political, 
industrial and social, would make it 
both a glorious example of the ability 
of masses of men to rule themselves, 
and also of their aggregated power 





to take the lead in the commerce and 


and the conditions of its people. At, 





industries of the world. So foreign 
selfishness and monarchical self-pro- 
tection have united their energies and 
employed the most adroit agencies 
they could command to destroy this 
Republic, or, that failing, to make it 
tributary in everything but name to 
them. Who that remembers the 
events preceding the late civil war 
does not know that the influence of 
England and France was voluntarily 
proffered in aid of disruption? And 
who that is conversant with the 
history of that dark period can fail to 
remember how meanly and inglori- 
ously those governments behaved 
when the crisis they had helped to 
invoke came. They pretended to be 
friends of the South before the 
struggle, but after it began the Con- 
federacy had no help from them ex- 
cept what it paid for at an enormous 
cost. 

What England and France desired 
was that this republic should cease to 
be a nation, for when torn asunder by 
internal discords it would cease to be 
an example of the capacity of a peo- 
ple for self-government, and would at 
the same time furnish an open mar- 
ket for their manufactures, that could 
never again be obstructed by that 
tariff system which Hamilton devised 
and Washington approved. Those 
foreign governments soon learned 
that they had made a miscalculation. 
The American people returned to 
protection soon after the war began. 
Under it they were able to raise great 
revenues for the support of their gov- 
ernment, and at the same time to en- 
large the number of their industries. 
So rapidly had the people accumu- 
lated wealth during the progress of 
the war, that when it was over they 
began at once to pay off the enormous 
debt the government had contracted, 
and to engage in the development of 
their natural resources upon a scale 
more extensive than the world had 
ever seen. Not only this, but they 
had made such impruvements in me- 
chanical skill and appliances that, 
while paying higher wages to their 
employes than the same work com- 
mands in other countries, they were 
able to compete in the world’s mar- 
kets with the manufacturers of other 
nations. 

England saw that something must 
be done, and speedily, to prevent this 
restless, energetic, self-governing peo- 
ple from gaining the ascendancy of 
the world. It is an old and oft re- 
peated story, what her tactics have 
been. We see their results fully de- 
veloped now in the President’s recent 
message, and the Mills tariff bill. The 
universal shout arising from the Brit- 
ish press, because of the President’s 
message, and the triumph of British 
adroitness it was supposed to presage, 
was confirmation of all that had been 
charged about the work of the Cob- 
den Club in this country. England’s 
policy is to build up and sustain her 
manufactures and commerce at what- 
ever cost. In them the empire “lives, 
moves and has its being.” All else 
must be subordinate to those dual 
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interests. The only country whose 


competition disturbs her is the United 
States. The one market above all 
others she is anxious tocontrol jg that 
of this country. Reduce the tariff 
from a protective toa revenue stand. 
ard, and both those desired ends are 
gained. ‘Should Congress give effeg 
to this proposal,” (the Presidents 
message) said the People Journal, of 
Dundee, Scotland, “its immediate re. 
sult would be an enormous stimuly 
to English industry.” In the same 
spirit, the Scotsman said : 

“The free importation of iron coal and 
wool would be a great boon to British pro. 
ducers ; if it were accompanied with reduc. 
tions in the tariff upon cotton, woolen and 
other manufac' ures, the artisans of this cous. 
try would derive a marked benefit from it’ 

The Daily News made an even more 
significant admission, saying : 

“The President's statement that the ques- 
tion of free trade is irrelevant is astonishing 
and preposterous. His real meaning is that 
the scheme by which the artificial fabric of 
domestic enterprise has been built up in 
America is fundamentally vicious.” 

Note the significance of the words, 
‘the scheme by which the artificial 
fabric of domestic enterprise has been 
built up in America.” That English 
writer and all his brother journalists 
know what protection has done for 
this country at the expense of British 
industries. “Artificial fabric” or not, 
it has been the making of America, 
and its continuance will keep this 
country on the highway of prosperity. 
Another paper, the Haddongshire 
Courier, predicted that if there is 
“a relaxation of those imports which now so 
vexatiously hamper commercial intercourse 
between Great Britain and the United 
States, we may look to an impetus being 
given to our home trade that will go far to 
make up for the depression of late years,” 

The confreres who compiled the 
Mills bill have gratified the Haddong- 
shire people by numerous ‘“relaxa- 
tions” of those duties that “vexa- 
tiously hamper” British manufactures 
and commerce. If they could but 
persuade an unwilling Congress to 
send their bill to the willing Presi- 
dent, then we might expect a “de- 
pression” to come to our manufactu- 
rers equal to the “impetus” they 
reasonably expect on the other side 
of the ocean. 

We cannot continue this subject, 
It would more than occupy all the 
MANUFACTURERS’ RECORD’S space. 
But we wish to emphasize this fact. 
The question before Congress is not 
so much the Mills bill in detail as it is 
the principle that bill represents. 
Congress is asked to decide whether 
it will maintain the American policy 
of protection, or whether it will 
change it to conform to British policy. 
Shall this policy of Washington. 
Hamilton, Jefferson and Clay be con- 
tinued, or shall it be exchanged for 
that of England’s rulers and commer- 
cial magnates? There ought to be 
but one answer to this, and there will 
be but one if the people everywhere 
give their representatives in Congress 
to understand that they insist upos 
the first and will have no change.

Since the purchase of the East 
Railroad about two weeks 
by the Central Railroad Co., of 
Georgia, there has been considerable 
tion as to what would be done 
with it, and whether the proposed 
extension for which surveys had been 
made would be carried out or not. 
Ina letter to the MANUFACTURERS’ 
RecorD, Mr. V. H. Kriegshaber, the 
assistent engineer of the Central, 
says : 

“This company has purchased the East 
Alabama Railroad, and intends extending 
same from Roanoke to Anniston, Ala. The 
lines from Savannah to Americus, and Buena 
Vista to Columbus, now under survey, will 
be built, forming with the Columbus & 
Western division a through line from Savan- 
nah to Birmingham, Ala.” 

This is one of the most important 
railroad moves made for some time in 
Alabama or Georgia. An examina- 
tion of a railroad map will show that 
upon the completion of their line to 
Birmingham via Americus, Buena 
Vista and Columbus, the Georgia 
Central will have almost an air line, 
in fact as well as in name, between 
Savannah and Birmingham. This 
will afford the Birmingham iron dis- 
trict a through line over this road to 
Savannah,where connections aie made 
by the splendid steamers owned by 
the Central and other companies for 
Boston, New York, Philadelphia and 
Baltimore. 

The extension of the East Ala- 
bama Railroad, now running from 
Opelika to Roanoke, will not 
only open up a rich country, 
now without railroad _ facilities, 
but will also give the Central an 
entrance to the rich Anniston iron 

district, thus giving to that place, as 
well as to Birmingham, the same 
direct line to Savannah. The Cen- 
tral, owning about 1,500 miles of 
road, is one of the most progres- 
sive railtoad companies in the South, 
and its entrance into the heart 
of the Alabama iron region will 
prove not only a good thing for the 
company by giving it a part of the 
vast traffic that is being developed in 
that State, but will likewise largely aid 
in increasing the prosperity of Ala- 
bama.

ABERDEEN, Miss., April 14, 1888. 

The steam laundry in Greenville com- 
menced operations last week with machin- 
ery and plant embracing all of the latest 
improvements in that line. 

The city of Greenville will on the 30th 
inst. vote upon the question of subscribing 
its bonds for the extension of the Georgia 
Pacific Railway to the amount of $25,000. 

The receipts of cotton at Greenville this 
season up to April 6th amounted to 52,178 
bales. The receipts to that date are about 
16,000 bales more than for the entire season 
of 1887. 

The Greenville Steam Brick Factory has 
added to its extensive p'ant a powerful 
crushing machine. 

Winona, the county seat of Montgomery 
county, iast week voted a donation of 
$65,000 to the Georgia Pacific Railroad, 
which expects to complete the gaps in its 
line from Greenville, on the Mississippi 
river, to Birmingham within the next 18 
months. It wiil cross the Illinois Central 
at Winona. 

The books were opened in Macon last 
week for subscription to the stock of the 
street railroad, and nearly all of the stock 
was subscribed at once. 

The River-ide Creamery, at Macon, the 
county seat of Noxubee county, has just 
concluded its first year’s business, which 
was highly satisfactory. During the year 
it manufactured and sold 18,000 pounds of 
splendid butter, for which it received 30 
cents a pound, and the export demand far 
exceeded the supply. The product this 
year will be very largely increased. 

A stock company composed entirely of 
Macon people will shortly open a new 
bank in that city. 

Noxubee county is noted for its fine stock, 
and contains some of the choicest herds of 
Jerseys and Holstiens in the country. 

The W. T. Adams Foundry & Machine 
Shops, at Corinth, have contracted for all 
of the steam engines, boilers and mill ma 
chinery that they can deliver within the 
next six weeks, but orders are still pouring 
in upon them from many quarters. This 
is one of the most extensive iron -working 
establishments in the Gulf States. 

The citizens of Corinth are considering 
the proposition to establish a canning fac- 
tory, and will probably put one up this 
season. 

The total receipts of cotton at Natchez 
to April 5 for the season amounted to 
45,390 bales. 

The buildings and the plant for the West 
Point tile factory are rapidly assuming 
shape and will soon be ready for business. 
The Starkville Citizen truthfully says 
“there is an awakening all over the State 
in matters of progressive industry.” 
Curphey & Mundy, of Vicksburg, sash 
and door manufacturers and planing mill 
proprietors, have been compelled by their 
rapidly increasing business to make exten- 
sive improvements in their plant. They 
have just put in a battery of five new 
boilers, a new engine and other machinery. 
The Mississippi Valley Saw Mills, at 
Gloster, are doing a heavy shipping busi- 
ness. 

Parties from Trenton, Tenn., were last 
week prospecting near Boonville, Prentiss 
county, for clay suitable for the manufac 
ture of tiles. They cannot go amiss in 
that region. 

Enterprise, in Clarke county, has organ- 
ized an immigration association, officered 
by the most progressive men in the town. 
The organization has appointed an agent 
to canvass the States of lowa, Minnesota 
Wisc »nsin, and provided for his salary and 
expenses for 12 months. 
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It is understood that a Northern syndi- 


cate has purchased a handsome piece of 
property opposite the beach at Biloxi, on 
our south coast, with a view to the imme- 
diate erection of a magnificent hotel. 

Planting is progressing favorably 
throughout the State, and the largest area 
in the history of the Commonwealth will 
be seeded this spring. 

The assessment rolls of the city of 
Meridian show a total valuation of tax- 
able property of $2,920,135. A com- 
mittee appointed by the citizens at its 
meeting last week reported as follows: 
“We think we can very safely say that the 
taxable property of Meridian when 
properly assessed will foot up something 
like $6,000,000 or $8,000,000.” As it is in 
Meridian, so it is all over the State. The 
assessments for taxation convey but a faint 
idea of the aggregate values of property 
in towns and counties. 

Osyke, in Pike county, on the Illinois 
Central Railroad, has already this season 
shipped over two thousand bushels of 
green peas to Chicago. 

The canning factories in the State will 
this year utilize for export our enormous 
and never failing crop of blackberries 
This is essentially the poor man’s crop, as 
they grow every where without cultivation, 
and the market has heretofore been limited 
to village demand. 

There are sixteen acres in strawberries 
in the vicinity of Boonville, Prentiss 
county. 

The shipments of lumber by sea from 
the port of Pascagoula, on the South Mis- 
sissippi coast, for the week ending April

Capt. Carothers, the general manager of 
the West Point Canning Factory Co., 
started to Chicago on the 11th inst. to 
purchase the necessary plant and ma 
chinery. It is the intention of thecompany 
to commence operations at the earliest pos- 
sible day.

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A Great Coal Mining Property.

ANNISTON, ALA., April 16, 1888. 

The finest coal property in Alabama, if 
not in the South, is the 30000 acres of land 
lying in Bibb, Shelby and Jefferson coun- 
ties, owned by the Cahaba Coal Mining Co. 
During the past week Messrs T. H. Aldrich, 
W. S. Gurnee, Alfred L. Tyler and Samuel 
Noble, officers of this corporation, went on 
a tour of inspection to their property. 

About a year ago this company experi- 
enced a partial reorganization, and was 
strengthened by the additional investment 
of four hundred thousand dollars, making 
the capital stock $1,400,000. After this a 
vigorous policy was inaugurated by the com- 
pany, and the work of thorough develop- 
ment began. 

Piior to the reorganization only two of 
the workable seams wére operated ; to-day 
there are six openings being worked. A 
year ago about 200 men were employed, 
now nearly nine hundred, or more accur- 
ately, 860 are at work, 330 comfortable 
cottages for the miners and their fami- 
lies have been built, and more are being 
erected. . This collection of houses forms a 
bright little town of 2,000 inhabitants, put 
down on the map as Blocton. Here are 
located handsome depots and offices, 
churches and school buildings, busy saw 
mills, extensive sand stone quarries, and 
many brick kilns, 

Nine miles of railroad, owned by the coal 
company, connect Blocton with Woodstock, 
where connections are made with the Ala- 
bama Great Southern and the Louisville & 
Nashville Railroads. The latter road has 
in the field a corps of engineers, surveying 
a 24-mile branch road from Helena to the 
mines, and the East Tennessee, Virginia & 
Georgia Road has not long since completed 
a survey from Briarfield to Blocton, a dis- 
tance: of eighteen miles. These facilities 
for distributing the products of the mines 
are further to be increased by the Selma & 
Cahaba Valley Railroad, which has been 
surveyed and is intended to be constructed 
through the property of the company. 

The coal supply on the property of this 
company is practically inexhaustible. There 
are nine workable seams, six of which are 
being operated, the remaining three simply 
awaiting the construction of the proposed 
railroads before being opened and worked, 
What is known as the “Woodstock seam” is 
from three and a half to four feet in thick- 
ness, and the “Underwood seam” is six feet 
thick, the coal being in one solid bench 
without partings, and free from all dirt or 
slate. The seams recently opened are also 
six feet in thickness, and equally free from 
foreign substances, The capacity of the 
mines amounts to an output of from 2,500 
to 3,000 tons per day, which is capable of 
increase indefinitely by opening additional 
slopes and shafts. When this is done the 
force will be increased to fully 1,200 men, 

So much for the quantity. Now a few 
words concerning the quality of the Cahaba 
coal, An analysis of the coal taken from 
the Woodstock seam is as follows :

In these days of new towns it is some- 
times well to look at the advantages and 
the progress that is being made by the 
older places, for it is not in the new towns 
only that there is seen rapid development. 
In many of the old cities and towns of the 
South, of which comparatively little is 
heard, because the people have not yet 
adopted the methods now in vogue of 
heralding their advantages to the world, 
there is a solid and substantial growth. 
Such a place is Petersburg. A few facts 
and figures relating to this place will 
prove of interest to capitalists and manu- 
facturers looking for safe investments or 
for a desirable location for industrial enter- 


prises. 
Petersburg is a pleasant city of from 
25,000 to 30,000 population It is situated 


on the south side of the Appomattox river, 
22 miles south from Richmond, 9 miles 
west from City Point and 60 miles north- 
west from Norfolk Five railroads center 
here from different directions, and one 
canal. It is the terminus of navigation of 
the Appomattox river, and head of tide- 
water. Schooners, ships and steamers of 
15 to 18 feet draft come to the wharves 
from any of the ports of the United States 
or foreign countries. The export of 
tobacco, cotton, flour, grain, &c., from 
Petersburg to foreign countries is of great 
importance to the agricultural and manu- 
' facturing interests. 

This city is blessed with magnificent 
water-power facilities for a number of 
miles up the Appomattox river, along 
which are dotted, on both sides of the 
river, cotton mills, flouring mills, paper 
factory and other enterprises, employing 
thousands of hands and causing marked 
demands for all kinds of country produce. 
A dozen or more steam tobacco factories 
are located in the city, each employing 
from two to eight hundred hands, and 
purchasing, at good paying prices, all the 
tobacco brought in the market, and thou- 
sands of dollars are weekly paid to hands 
employed in these factories. 

The business of Petersburg extends 
through all of Virginia, North Carolina, 
Tennessee, Georgia, South Carolina, Flor- 
ida and Alabama. 

This section of country is especially 
noted for general healthfulness, not a single 
serious epidemic having prevailed here 
since the war. 

Close rai road connections and direct 
lines bring Petersburg into quick commu- 
nication with the North, passengers from 
here reaching Washington in 4 hours, Bal- 
timore in 5 to 6, Philadelphia 9, and New 
York 12 hours. 

Petersburg, like many other growing 
and prosperous cities of the South, is 
making rapid progress in the way ot estab- 
lishing new enterprises and manufactories 
of various kinds, and extends a warm wel- 
come to all manufacturers who contem- 
plate locating in the South, and as a fur- 
ther incentive to induce them to come, the 
city council has recently passed a bill ex- 
empting all new manufacturing enterprises 
from taxation for the space of ten 
years from the time they commence opera- 
tions. This is a great inducement to those 
contemplating the erection of large plants, 
and should receive careful consideratic n. 
There are located at Petersburg at the 
present time and in successful operation 
100 or more manufacturing industries, as 
follows, viz: 12 tobacco factories, 1 tobacco 
mill factory, 7 peanut factories, 8 agricul- 


blind factories, 1 shirt factory, 5 cotton 
factories, 1 trunk and satchel factory, 
1 slate roofing factory, 1 soap factory, 
2 mattress factories, 2 fertilizer factories, 
1 butter-dish factory, 4 box factories, 2 
blagk book factories, 1 berry basket fac- 
tory, 1 bag factory, 1 silk factory, 4 car- 
riage and wagon factories, 2 candy fac- 
tories, 1 hat factory, 1 stocking factory, 
1 ice factory, 15 bread, cake and cracker 
factories, 8 broom factories, 8 shuck fac- 
tories, 3 bark and sumac factories, 8 saw 
and planing mills, 8 corn and flour mills, 
8 foundries, 3 iron and machine works, 
and many other new industries in course 
of ereciion. Quite a number of these 
enterprises have but recently located here, 
and more are on the way. 

Petersburg appears to be on the eve of a 
rapid development, and capitalists and 
manufacturers will find it advantageous to 
avail themselves of the opportunities 
offered before the natural rise in real 
estate, which must necessarily follow. 

The valuable granite quarries situated in 
the county of Dinwiddie, about two miles 
west of the city of Petersburg, and in 
three-fourths of a mile of the main track 
of the Norfolk & Western Railroad, have 
recently begun to attract attention, and as 
the beds of iron and coal found in other 
sections of Virginia and the South are 
attracting capital and enterprise to develop 
them and to enrich the communities in 
which they are located, so this rich deposit 
of superior stone near Petersburg is giv- 
ing her citizens ground to look for like 
results in promoting her prosperity. 

The section of country surrounding 
Petersburg has a future well worth con- 
sidering. Among its advantages are:

but a few cents a bushel; other goods 
accordingly. 

Petersburg has always been noted for 
the energy, enterprise and thrift of its 
merchants ; for the culture, refinement and 
hospitality of its people; for the content- 
ment of its laboring classes, and the 
pleasant relations of capital and labor. 
The credit of the city has always been 
first-class Its bonds are from $8 to $25 
above par, according to rate of interest, 
and it is seldom that any of them can be 
found upon the market. Petersburg oc- 
cupies an important position in the manu- 
facture and sale of the great staple tobacco. 
It has the largest export trade for the 
manufactured article of any city in the 
United States. The brands of tobacco 
manufactured in Petersburg stand high in 
home and foreign markets, and are found 
in almost every quarter of the globe. 
During the past twelve years there has 
been exported from this city 50,000,000 
pounds of manufactured tobacco. More- 
over, this place is rapidly developing as a 
market for bright or flue-cured tobacco. 
The receipts of this class are steadily in- 
creasing About 7,000 tons fertilizers are 
annually manufactured here, while the 
products of factories outside the city are 
largely sold in this market. The shirt 
manufacturing industry employs about 100 
hands and produces upwards of 10,000 
dozen shirts per annum. These goods are 
sold at wholesale all through the country

There is but one factory of thekini 
at present, and its success gives encourage: 
ment to the establishment of others. Ths 
enterprise affords employment to from % 
to 100 hands. Its capacity is from 750» 
1,000 trunks, and from 100 to 125 dom 
satchels per week. It is equipped wid 
the latest improved machinery, and is m 
entirely by§ water-power. Just her it 
might be well to mention that this is th 
only factory in the South engaged in the 
manufacture of satchels and ‘traveling 
bags The bark and sumac factories grind 
about 1,500 gross tons of bark and 150 
gross tons sumac annually, and give e- 
ployment to 150 hands. 

The milling interest has long been one 
of the town’s indus rial features. Th 
millers have always kept abreast of the 
times in the improvements in machinery, 
and the grades of flour and meal hare 
been kept up to the highest standani of 
excellence. The Petersburg brands of 
flour have proved exactly what they called 
for, and hence the high reputation t 
manufacturers have enjoyed, not onlyi 
the home but in all the markets of 
country. There are eight flour and cm 
mills in the city, all of which are ins 
flourishing condition. Of flour mills t 
annual capacity is about 100,000 bares, 
valued at about $500,000. These mills a 
mainly run by water-power, and the cap: 
tal invested in them aggregates maly 
thousands of dollars. There are five mils 
in the city devoted exclusively to grinding 
corn. The meal is shipped largely # 
North and South Carolina and Georg, 
the manufacture being greatly in excess of 
the demand for home consumption. Thee 
mills are run by both water and steam, 
and are kept running day and night. Ther 
capacity is 1,000,000 bushels a year. 

Within the past few years the essen 
section of Virginia has developed s wor 
derfal trade in peanuts, which have be 
come one of the staple crops of this # 
tion. Nearly the entire crop of the 
is grown in the counties lying i 
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the whole yield is purchased by the dealers 
and distributed by them for consumption. 

Tnere are in Petersburg seven peanut 
factories or establishments for cleaning 
and shelling the nuts. The smaller or 
jnferior nuts only are shelled. The hulls 
of others are cleaned, polished and a sort- 
ed secording to size by machinery. 

The foundries and manufactories of 
farming implements constitute one of the 
most important industries of the town. 
There are three establishments of this 
class. The manufactures are tobacco and 
cotton presses, locomotive and stationary 

boilers, saw, grist and sumac 


. pills, elevators, steamboat work, dredges, 


castings, forgings and all varieties of 
steam and hydraulic machinery. These 
goods are distributed through nearly all 
the Southero States. 

Nearly a century and a-half ago the 
Upper Appomattox river first engaged 
the attention of the State legislature. 
Since the original company was formed to 
develop this section of the river, no less 
than thirty-tour acts relating to the com- 
pany have been recorded on the statute 
books of the State. The result is to-day 
that the present company now owns 
almost absolutely the control of a hundred 
miles of waterway, possessing not only 
the privilege of navigation, but also the 
right to engage in whatsoever kinds of 
manufacture or enterprise it may choose. 
The property is also held forever ex- 
empt from taxation by city, county 
or State. The section of country 
embraced in the area of the Upper 
Appomattox is remarkable for the 
salubrity of its climate, and this portion of 
the river, except during very rare and ex- 
ceptionally rigorous weather, is almost 
free from ice obstructions. Along the 
river and canal banks are found immense 
supplies of granite. It is also in close 
proximity to an unlimited supply of bitu- 
minous coal, which is now being worked. 
Adjacen: to and underlying the property 
of the company are vast quarrie: of slate, 
and very near is also the gold bearing belt 
of Virginia It is not liable to any prac 
tical depletion of water-power, as in that 
part of the river below, for only the sur 
plus water escaping over its dams can be 
util'zed by mills below the lineof improve 
ment. Seven miles above the city the 
water of the river is diverted through aca 
nal, which may be lawfully widened at any 
time to a uniform width of forty feet and a 
depth of five feet. If at any time this in 
crease should be made, practically unlim- 
ited area and ample facilities for all manu- 
facturing enterprises will be furnished, as 
also unfailing water-power. Thecompany 
which now owns this immense right of 
way and water power has greatly im- 
proved the property, and to day it is more 
valuablethan ever heretofore. It ought to 
be added that the company has the right 
to connect its water way by canal and 
locks with the tidal navigation of the 
Lower Appomattox. It is not to be ques- 
tioned, therefore, that the Upper Appo- 
mattox promises to be of great usefulness 
to the city and its interests, and, therefore, 
is a vast possession owned and controlled 
by men of fine business qualification and 
great enterprise. 

For over half a century this canal was 
one of the great feeders of the city. Run- 
ning through a section of country difficult 
of access to railroads, it will, under its 
present vigorous management, regain its 
importance as a commercial highway, and 
give encouragement to the erection along 
its valuable water-power of mills and fac- 
tories for all manner of industry and 
manufacture. 

The company itself is the pioneer in the 
inauguration of this work. It has spent 
$20,000 in improving the canal and river. 
Tt has built and put on the line eleven 

boats and one steamer, which run from

a warehouse in this city at a cost of $1,000, 
a corn mill costing $14,000, a flour mill 
costing $23,000, and spent $10,000 in the 
improvement of a cotton factory.

We illustrate on this page an improve 
ment which has been made in the well- 
known Curtis damper regulator, manu- 
factured by the Curtis Regulator Co., of 
Boston. This company has been in active 
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chamber rises high enough to lift this load, 
the valve opens say 1-100 of an inch, admit 
ting the steam on to the top of the piston P, 
pushing it down to the bottom of its stroke, 
overhauling the chain and closing the 
damper.

To Develop Granite Quarries. | A Splendid Town ina Rich and| England and America Com 


trasted. 


Our free-trade friends who insist 
that England is enjoying great pros- 
perity, which they attribute to free- 
trade, and who claim that while the 
English workmen may receive. less 
wages than Americans, yet the ex- 
pense of living is less, will doubtless 
be interested in the following interview 
taken from the Dallas (Texas) News.: 

Mr. T. F. Harvey, a Northern drummer, 
who came to the United States about a 
year ago from London, where he had been 
a commercial traveler for a leading firm, 
yesterday detailed the following as his ex- 
perience and observation n England and 
the United States, of matters affecting the 
well being of the masses in each of these 
countries: 

“TI have heard it stated here that house- 
keeping is cheaper in England than in the 
United States. I have kept house in Lon- 
don and in several other Eng’ish cities, 
and I find that I can live much better in 
the United States at 25 per cent. less cost, 
Clothing, with the exception of shoer, is a 
bit higher in this country, as is also house 
rent, but breadstuffs of nearly every de- 
scription are very much lower here than 
in England, Ireland or Scotland.” 

“How do the salaries of commercial 
travelers in this country and in England 
compare ?” 

“Commercial travelers are as well paid 
in England as they are in the United States, 
and that is true of clerks in warehouses; 
but with them I may say the equality in 
wages ceases. An English farm laborer 
is paid between $2.50 and $3 a week, out 
of which has to come his board and house 
rent, and tradesmen of every description 
receive only about a third of what is paid 
for like services in the United States. It 
is true that in America the laborer and the 
artisan work much harder than they do in 
England, doing more and better work, and 
not having the same number of half holi- 
days. In England a half holiday is given 
every Saturday without deduction of 
wages.” 

“Have you not also an Easter vacation ?” 

“Yes; it laste from the Thursday pre- 
ceding Easter until the following Tuesday, 
but no wages are paid for the time thus 
lost.” 

“What is the condition of English farm- 
ers?” 

“You can not paint a picture of their 
condition sufficiently gloomy. There are 
farms now unoccupied within sight of 
London. This state of affairs is due to the 
competition of American cheap meat and 
other farm products through which the 
fruits of the English farmer’s industry are 
inadequate to meet his rent. This state of 
affairs must sooner or later bring about 
the destruction of the landlord system in 
England as it is now doing in Ireland. 
The handwriting is on the wall!”

Having come to th s, the iron center of 
the “Old Dominion” from the heart of the 
mineral region of North Alabama, it 
seenis somewhat singular that this district, 
rich as it is in deposits of iron ore of a 
superior quality, and affording the oppor- 
tunities it does to those interested in 
manufacturing and industrial development, 
should be so long neglected by writers on 
this subject. 

Here we find at hand every facility for 
the production of pig iron in any quantity 
and apparently as cheaply as, if not 
cheaper, than in some sections just at this 
time, receiving so much attention from 
the press. 

There are already located in this (Alle- 
ghany) county a number of mines, coke 
ovens and furnaces, which are paying 
their owners good dividends, and which 
have a large output, though insufficient to 
supply the demand. 

These furnaces and ovens are located 
respectively four miles east and west of 
Clifton Forge, at Lowmoor and Longdale, 
two thriving young towns of recent and 
rapid growth. At Lowmoor, a town of 
1,200 population, four miles west by rail of 
Cl fton Forge, are located the coke ovens, 
furnaces and mines of the Lowmoor Iron 
Co., with an output of from 100 to 150 
tons of pig iron daily. Only one furnace 
is at present in blast. These works are 
under control of Eastern capitalists, and 
employ about 400 bands. The ore is of 
good quality, and makes an excellent 
foundry iron. One of the most extensive 
lime qaurries in the South is located at 
this place. 

At Longdale, four miles east, are the 
works of the Longdale Iron Co., with a 
large capacity, and at Goshen, still further 
east, are other furnaces, all these on the 
line of the Chesapeake & Ohio Railroad. 

On the Richmond & Alleghany Railroad 
at Glen Wilton, six miles southeast of 
Clifton Forge, is the Princess furnace and 
works, operated by Messrs. Cook & 
Kanfelt. This is an excellent plant, and 
under the present management is contribu- 
ting much to the material development of 
the surrounding country. 

Clifton Forge, the central point about 
which all development in this section must 
radiate, is a town of some note, having a 
population of about 2,200 people. Is 
transportation facilities are excellent, being 
immediately on the line of the Newport 
News & Mississippi Valley branch and the 
terminus of the Richmond & Alleghany 
branch. It is the terminus of the Eastern 
and Western divisions of the former. 

The growth of Clifton Forge has been 
periodical and almost magical as it were. 
Scarcely more than half a decade since it 
had less than 100 inhabitants and few 
buildings. Since that time within the last 
two or three years the round-house and 
machine shops of the Chesapeake & Ohio 
R. R. were removed here from Staunton, 57 
miles eastward; the road itself was com- 
pleted, and the Richmond & Alleghany 
built with its terminus at this point. Im- 
mediately capitalists and prospectors con- 
centrated here, business houses sprang up, 
hotels, churches and school-houses were 
built, and to-day business houses and 
dwellings are being erected on every side. 
Mountains of iron surround the town. 
Fine water-power can readily be pro- 
cured. 

The celebrated summer resorts and 
watering places of Virginia are not far 
distant, and the healthfulness of this sec- 
tion is indisputable. About the middle of 
April Mr. Fred. Colburn, of Cincinnati, 
will open a hotel for the accommodation 
of summer visitors, making Clifton Forge 
one of the most favorable locations to be 





The Chesapeake & Ohio and Richmond

Cotton Carding. 


Editor Manufacturers’ Record: 

The successful manipulation of cotton 
from the bale to the spinning room cannot 
be accomplished without the most per- 
fectly constructed machines, both in the 
picking and carding department. Manu- 
facturers in the United States have ne- 
glected these departments for a good many 
years, in the fact that they bought and 
placed in their mills a very snferior grade 
of machinery, especially in the case of 
carding engines. The manutacturers of 
cotton machinery have been forced to build 
cheap machinery, and the carding engine 
has been no exception to the rule. What 
could any treasurer or agent expect for 
$175 to $200 paid for a card, and yet that 
is what they have been paying for years, 
and then net hardly willing to pay that. 
Cheap machines and double carding has 
been what they considered a strong point; 
not so much the cheap cards as the double 
process of carding, that has been so exten- 
sively practiced in all of our large manu- 
facturing centers. The writer considers 
carding to be a science; therefore it ought 
to be carried out on scientific priociples. 
This cannot be done unless the carding 
machines are built from draughtings 
modeled from a scientific standpoint. I 
mean by this that the two contending 
forces of carding surfaces must be in per- 
fect unison with each other. Another 
essential point in the mechanism of a card 
is a perfect draught and an even current of 
air. This cannot be secured only by the 
most perfect mechanism. This requires 
skilled labor of a high grade. A cheap 


; and poorly constructed card is the poorest 


kind of property that an agent can buy. 
Let us take a section of top flat cards, 
such as are used in all parts of the United 
States. This is the Wellman card, 36x86 
inch, with 21 top flats, with stripper mo- 
t:on. This section contains 10 cards, and 
it takes 20 minutes to strip each card and 
17 seconds to strip each top. Now itis 
well known that every time a top flat is 
disturbed it changes the currents of air, 
for as soon as the tops on the cards are 
raised the air rushes up through the aper- 
ture and continues to do so until the top 
drops back into place. Now on a section 
of cards with 210 tops we disturb the 
carding surface just that number of times 
every 20 minutes. The principle on which 
these tops are set is entirely wrong, as 
they set on the heads of set screws and 
there is comparatively no uniformity 
about them, consequently poor carding is 
the result. There are several other styles 
of carding machines doing fairly good 
work on account of improvements, such 
as quick stripper motions, well-balanced 
cylinders, and steel wire for card clothing, 
etc. 

It is quite evident that our manufactur- 
ers have gone about far enough in the 
direction of cheap machinery, especially 
in the caroing department. In fact, the 
tide has turned and a better class of cards 
are called for. The English manufacturer 
has for a good many years been in the 
habit of utilizing the very best carding 
engines that could be bought, regardless of 
price, and the result has proved the wis- 
dom of their action. There are being in- 
troduced into our great manufacturing 
centers English revolving flat cards with 
the very latest improvements. These 
cards are being extensively used in Eng- 
land, France and Germany. There are 
several firms building the revolving fiat 
card. Noa, while the general principle is 
the same, viewed from a scientific stand- 
point, the writer is of the opinion that the 
card built by Howard & Bullough, Ac- 
crington, Eng., is superior to all others, 
both in style and finish. 

This card has been perfected at great 
expense, and as a result of this the firm

Suppoe 
card clothing is set with number 33 win, 
64,000 points to the square foot, but by 
grinding closer down it enables the cai 
maker to increase the cetting up to 70,0 
points per square foot with the same num. 
ber of wire. As an evidence of this/ 
found the carding in most excellent conéi- 
tion; card clothing was used containing 
64,000 points ; the amount of carding ws 
16 75-100 pounds per hour; middling ot- 
ton was used.

He adds that this “partly 
explains ‘he friendly attitude toward me 
which was taken by the Russian government, 
the permission which was given me to in- 
spect prisons and mines, and the compara- 
tive immunity from arrest, detention and 
imprisonment which I enjoyed, even when 
my movements and associations were such 
as justly to render me an object of suspicion 
to the local Siberian authorities.”

PHILADELPHIA, April 17, 1888. 

The actual necessities of a good many 
buyers in iron and steel have driven them to 
purchase both crude and finished irons. A 
vigorous effort is being made to secure lower 
freight rates on ore, coal and pig iron in 
Eastern Pennsylvania. The railway man- 
agers object to doing so, lest the present de. 
pression in the iron trade should prove only 
temporary, and, on its revival, they might 
not be able to restore freights. The few 
large buyers who covered requirements last 
week did so at $16.50 for Southern forge, $17 
for Northera ; Southern No. 2 at $18; North- 
ern $19; No. 1 $20 to $21 for home brands. 
No business is doing in foreign material 
here, but we hear of business at other 
points. Producing capacity will be kept 
where it is in furnaces and mills. Muck 
bars have sold at $28.50; Merchant bars 
have not improved and prices on account of 
Western competition are still at cost at some 
mills, Quotations 1.75 to 2c. Business at 
the plate and sheet mills looks better and 
ought to be better considering the figures at 
which orders can be placed, in some cases 
below 2 cts. Angles are quoted to-day at 
2.30, and beams and channels at 3.30. The 
brokers have inquiries to-day for between 
seven and eight hundred tons. The steel 
rail mills are picking up more business than 
they admit, and some are now unable to 
take any additional business except by way 
of anticipating their next allotment. Quo- 
tations slightly improved and sales are made 
in small lots at $32.50; T rails are wanted 
at $20.50 to $21, but one or two sales were 


gaade at $21.50. A few car lots of scrap 















sold at $21. Bridge and building iron will 
be in good demand this summer, and so will 
car iron, Some iron makers are of opinion 
that business will be better during the last 
half of the year than is indicited just now. 
The situation is not much different from 
what it has been for weeks, but we are look- 
ing for sweeping changes ere long. All are 
holding their breath this week on the tariff 
agita ion. We are getting up a monster 
tariff demonstration, to be participated in 
by the solid business men.
